As plans for the annual carnival 
progresses, the project of a student 
union for Hartnell college once 
again comes before the eyes of the 
students. This plan has long been 
a dream of many persons connected 
with the college, and as a result 
of long efforts by many persons, 
the student union has moved closer 
to reality by gradual steps. 

A good deal of the work has 
been to acquaint many with the 
existance of student unions and to 
show how one would benefit the 
college. The next move was to 
secure approval of the college dis- 
trict officials for the construction 
of the union. 


The job of education has been 
generally successful, and most of 
the students and citizens have seen 
the advantages and need of a 
student union here. The district 
has placed the building high in 
its plans for future construction. 
However, this does not mean the 
student union is immediately forth- 
coming because there are not the 
funds available for the construction 
of the building in the near future. 

This does not mean the drive for 
a student union. has come to an 
end. A fund has been started and 
continued for the furnishings of 
the building when it is completed. 

Half of the profit from the carni- 
val will go into this fund, and the 
carnivals in the past have been a 
major source of income. 


The important thing is not that 
the fund is slowly growing. The im- 
portant thing is that the interest 
in the student union has not died. 
Although the interest could not be 
all-consuming, the interest. is_ still 
present. As long as this interest is 
alive, the possibilities for the stu- 
dent union are good. 

This interest is unusual in that 
the students who are now working 
for the student union will brobably 
never enjoy its benefits. There is 


very little chance that any student: 


attending Hartnell now or in the 


next few years will be a student.

The student union building fund will receive one half of 
the net profits from each booth at the annual spring carni- 
val, reported Jerry Skillicorn, interclub president, yester- 


day. 


The equalization of the carnival proceeds by the clubs 


who will sponsor the spring carni- 
val, and the arhount of money to 
be donated to the Hartnell Student 
Union fund were discussed .at the 
interclub meeting. 3 

It was decided by the council 
that the clubs will work individu- 
ally, setting their own limit on the 
prices to be charged at the carnival, 
and retain one-half of the proceeds 
for their own club treasury the 
other half will be donated to the 
student union. 


This will be the third year in 
succession that the annual carnival 
has contributed to the student 
union fund. The fund now ‘totals 
more than $1200. This money will 
be used to furnish the student 
union building, to be erected by 
the school district in the near 
future. 

The Student Union will house 
the cafeteria and lounge for the 
student body. The publication 
offices and the student body office 
will also be moved into the new 
building.
